Although 11 persons died as the 
result of gun accidents in Mich- 
igan’s 1948 deer season, the cas- 
ualty toll (one for every 35,454 
licensed hunters): was the next to 
lowest since records have been 
kept. : 

Best year was 1946 when there 
was one death for every 37,977 
licensed hunters. 

Areas of greatest hazard in 1948 
were Atlanta and West Brancn 
localities. Ten non-fatal gun ac- 
cidents occurred “in these two 
areas.

Bernard idauver Draws 60 Day Jail Semtence In Deer Suit 


-Bernard Maurer, Beaver_.Creek 
Justice of the Peace who was 
found guilty by a Crawford County 
jury on December 10 of illegally 
bossessing deer and portions of 
deer, was sentenced to 60 days in 
the county jail by Justice Emil 
Giegling here Monday morning. 
He was also ordered to pay costs 
of $19.50 or face an additional 
Stay of.twenty days in jail.

Following is the full text of 
Justice Giegling at the sentencing 
of Maurer in the Crawford County 
Court Monday morning: 

Bernard Maurer, you have been 
found guilty by a jury of your 
peers of illegally possessing deer 
or portions thereof. 

Before passing sentence, the 
Court wishes to make a few com- 
ments on this cae... 

We gather that you have been 
ing the land on—which you 

now located for the Jast ten 
to twelve years. 

During that period, according to 
testimony presented in Court, ap- 
plication was made to the Con- 
servation Department for a permit 
to- destroy -deer that were dam- 
aging your crops in the year 1941, 
against which permit you reported 
one deer destroyed. 

Then there, apparently was a 
lapse of six years until 1947, wher 
a, permit was again applied. for, 
against which you made -no_re- 


‘ports of deer destroyed to the Con- 


servation Department although in 
Court you admitted a considerable 
aumber were’ destroyed. 


Then. again in the year 1948 no

ODAY the world stands on the 
threshold, if not well within the 

‘ doorway, of the atomic age. Man 
has finally mastered the mysterious and 
terrifying powerful forces which lie in 
that minute piece of matter -— the atom. | 

Destructive atomic bombs and other 
weapons are not the only result of this 
Bigantic accomplishment. Great research 

-projects in medicine, biology and the 
physical sciences have been undertaken 
by the Atomic Energy Commission of 
the United States. Investigation and de- 
sign of facilities which will mse the re- 
sources inherent in the atom to produce 
industrial power is going forward. 

We have éntered on a new era. In 
the prophetid words of John Gustafson, 
Director of Raw Materials for the 
Atomic Energy Commission, “. . . one 
thing is certain. Atomic energy will 
continue in ever increasing measure to 
play a part in our lives and in the 
lives of our descendants. It ig here to 
stay... .” 

This certainty of the coming impor- 
tance of atomic energy in our lives, and 
in the industrial future of this country 
has created a problem. Atomic energy 
is most assuredly vital to the military 
security of the United States and to our 
industrial] progress. Yet the source of 
this energy — uranium ore —is not as- 
sured, for at this time we lean heavily
